difficult it can be to find a person 
in the middle of the ocean,” says 
Coast Guard Petty Officer William 
“Lucky” Atkinson. “Even with the 
radar and the radio beacon, it was 
like trying to find an ant in an 


Olympic-size pool.” 

STORMY SEAS! The rescue boat was 
getting beaten by the 
10-foot swells, and the fatigued 
flight crews had to return to base to 
send out another unit. Finally, after 
12 hours of searching, the HH-60 
spotted the man in his survival 
suit, floating next to his capsized 
raft.

o wild barn cats put 
ight. One was nabbed, but 
the other took one look at the 
big people in bee suits, freaked 
and dived into the water. 

He swam to another bee- 
infested tree, so the rescuers 
motored over and started all 
over again. At last, after two 
hours of bee stings and cat 
scratches, rescuers carried the 
bee-bitten scaredy-cat to safety. 

Next call: A family 
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abandoned their sinking house 
but left their spider monkey 
behind. They called the Humane 
Society, who quickly learned 
what “monkey trouble” means. 
The frisky guy had unlocked his 
own cage, and when rescuers 
opened the house door, he 
scurried out between their legs. 

Three weeks later, someone in 
the city spotted him sitting in a 
tree. Rescue teams spent hours 
chasing him from tree to tree, 
rooftop to rooftop, all over town. 

Finally they cornered him on 
a roof and threw peanuts in his 
path, luring him through a 
window on the top floor. The 
monkeyshines were over; the 
rescuers had won.

there's a dog in distress, a pig in 

peril, Terri Crisp comes to the 
rescue. Crisp is Disaster Relief 
Coordinator for EARS, the Emergency 
Animal Rescue Service. EARS helps 
animals in danger and trains 
volunteers to rescue animals from 
all kinds of disasters. 

“People think animals can take 
care of themselves, but they panic in 
disasters, too,” says Crisp. “After 
Hurricane Andrew, we found mobile 
home parks that looked like war 
zones—rubble and glass everywhere. 
We saw lots of scared, starving cats, 
but we couldn't go crawling through 
the rubble to get them because it 
could start an avalanche.” So Crisp 
and crew stood for hours, luring the 
kitties out with food. For an entire 
month, they spent 
every day at the 
demolished trailer 
parks, rescuing 
injured felines one 
by one. 

“It takes patience 
and love to be an 
animal rescuer,” says 
Crisp. “Sometimes 
we won't sleep for 
days, because it 
takes so long to get 
animals to come to 
you. You have to hang 
in there and show 
them you care.”

For instance, Venus is about 67 
million miles from the sun. 
Rockets would have to smack the 
planet at the exact right angle 
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with the exact right amount of force to 
send it 28 million miles through 
space—no more, no less. 

And once Venus settles into a new 
orbit, there’s no guarantee that it 
would become as nice a place to live 
as Earth. Scientists would have to use 
satellites and space probes to check 
on Venus’ progress. After a while, 
they’d visit the new neighborhood for 
a close-up look. They might even try 
to speed up the transformation by 
planting seeds.
